The terms of contract provide for 
the payment to thewreckingcompanles 
of the iiun of 1871 per day for their 
regiilar piaht, and an additional pay- 
ment 6t IBQO per day for the use of the 
MoA4rek while the latter is actually 
emp^oyed. 

It is alto provided that the compen- 
sation shall not exceed the sum of 
money (|200.000) appropriated by con- 
gress for this purpose. Finally, it is 
provfdiied that if the companies sue 
ceeid In raising the Maine and towing 
her to New York, they sball receive 
a bonus of $100,000. 

In view of the large first cost of 
the Maine— about 15,000,000— and the 
A Dational desire that she hall be raised, 
' u evidenced by the prompt and unan- 
imous action of congress upon the 
joint resolvtioD, Secretary Long be 
lieves that he is fully Justified in mak 
Isg the above torma with the 
wreckers. 

Probably Lieutenant Commander 
Walnwrlght, the executive officer of 
the Maine, now In Havana, will be 
kMigned to the dutw of Inspecting 
the work as ft proceeds. 

The officers of the two wreck ing 
companies said that after the expedi- 
tion was aasetaibled in Havana harbor 
a complete inspection of the wreck 
would be made, and the exact line of 
work determined upon. 

The facilities will be so ample that 
all the divers will be able to work at 
one time on different parts of the 
wreck. Most of the lifting will be 
done by the smaller derrick, which is 
of sufltoient capacity for the lighter 
upper ^oriTi of the Maine, but it will 
take the monster derrick Monarch to 
lift the huge turrets of the Maine and 
the guns mounted within them. 

}t la the purpose not to separate the 
big gone from the turrets, but to lift 
them M • whole. This will be a tre- 
A mendous underuiking, as the com- 
j^Mned weight of each turret and guns 
t is 166 tona. The Monarch can lift 260 
tons, so thare is an ample margin of 
lifting power. 

The wreckers were loath to express 
an opinion as to their ability to raise 
the hull of the Maine. They are hope- 
ful, however, that the ship can be 
brought to the surface. The iron barge 
Lone Star will be used to receive the 
turrets, guns and wreckage, and as 
fast as loodi 4ilj||d* np she will be 
towed to the itSmai tttvy yard.

Governor. 

One of these is the Bronston Prison 
Oommiaaion bill, which ia almoat certain 

to be vetoed V)y the Govei nor, hecan.se it's 
more than lie bargained for when lie rec- 
ommended such legislation. Another is 
the McChord Freight Rate bill, and its 
chances are hanging in the balance, as it 
may be vetoed also. 

The Prison Commiaaion bill may hate 
a chance to win ont over a ▼eto, bnt the 
Republicans liave agreed on dilatory tac 
tics on all important measures for the re- 
mainder of the aeaalon, and may fight oflT 
a final vote to pass it over the veto. 

Counting toniay there will be only 
eighteen more legialative days thia aae- 
sion, and any bills passed after this week 
that are vetoed will have but small 
chance of being passed over the veto, as 
the Governor has ten days in which to 
approve or disapprove a bill after it 
reaches him. He c an hold up his veto 
till the tenth day, and the Legislature 
will then have bat a day or two to act on 
the returned bill. The Republicans can 
filibnater and delay mattera for a few 
hoara each day and then effectually pre> 
vent the veto being overridden. 

"With the House Democrats split up 
over theOoebel Election bill and the Sen- 
ate Democrats at logger-heads over the 
Local Option bill, the outlook for any more 
important legislation this session is not 
very hopeful. To accomplish anything 
the Democrats must get together and 
tight for proper legislation, just as if they 
had but two majority in tiie Legislature 
instead of the dangerona majority of 
sixty-six," aayi ft Frankfort correapond- 
ent. 

In addition to the four billa that have 
reiiclied the Governor, ^ht Otherihave 
passed both houses. 

About forty billa have peaaed the Senate 

alone, and from fifty to sixty have passed 
the House alone. About 100 bills have 
been killed in the two houses, leaving 
about 400 that have not been acted upon 
finally. Many will die in committees.
